We, The South Suburban Civie Association, Inc., request that 
you consider e few facts before rezoning 1.57 acres of Dehner pros 
perty on the corner of Gardendale Ave. and old Decatur Road. 

This area was in the fringe area under county controll, zoned 
R. Ae Dehner bought this property knowing it was R.A. 

Both city md county could have corrected this zoning violation. 
We were told by the city if we were in the city, we could get more 
help. to correct these, We petitioned to join the city and were 
accepted. We have heen in the city approximately 8 years and nothing 
is being done to straighten this area up. 

Instead, the city is now giving these very people the right 
to destroy us completely. Dehner has never beautifúied the place. 

He put up a eément block building and had junk and trucks 
there all the time, The trucks speeded up and down Gardendale Ave., 
never caring that there were a lot of children.in the area. 

Giving Dehner a B3B zoning can only make matters worse, for with 
him will come other junk. For exemple, take a look at Russel Boger 
Autobody and Paint Shop. He is zoned B3B and the city lets him 
operate as a junk yard and garbage dump. 

If you pass a zoning law on us regardless of the amount of 
signers against it, there may as well be no zoning law for they are 
made to be broken at your disgression, and not at the will of the 
majority of the property owners. 

Dehner, Emil, and Davis wll bought land here that was zoned Red. 
All abused the R.A. zoning and made an undesirable area. 

It's time the city did something to correct these abuses, ine 


stead of down grading us with abusive zoning laws.
